Alaska’s state flower is the 
fragile forget-me-not, a fact which 
many Alaskans regarded as some- 


what ironic dur- 
ing the more 
than 40 years the 
territory sought 
um statehood, now 
; granted. There 
were times when 
the vast territory 
seemed __ utterly 
forgotten. 
But admission 
of Alaska will 
please almost everyone. History 
keeps moving on, and it no longer 
makes good political, economic or 
national defense sense to hold on 
to territories or colonies any long- 
er than is required to develop 
them for statehood. 

Both Alaska and Hawaii are 
ready. The latter will almost cer- 
tainly be admitted as the 50th 
state within the years immediate- 
ly ahead. Puerto Rico and the 
Virgin Islands eventually may be 
brought in together as a Caribbean 
state somewhat along tHe lines of 
the Caribbean federation 
which so recently became a mem- 
ber of the British commonwealth. 
Or both may insist, and win, a 
place as separate states although 
at this writing the Caribbean state 
idea seems best. 

Whatever the solution, the 
United States will be stronger as a 
union than as one with dependent 
appendages. The last half of the 
century, and certainly the next, 
will be continually less receptive 
to any such system. Until they 
are actually represented in Wash- 
ington by their own elected rep- 
resentatives, they will never feel 
themselves American. They will, 
on the contrary, be subject to hos- 
tile and subversive plots—‘‘pro- 
moting independence.”’ 


Alaska’s Opposition 


Alaska’s admission was opposed 
by many deep South Democrats. 
This seemed paradoxical to many 
because Alaska has been, and is 
expected to be, a Democratic 
stronghold. 

The reason, never brought to 
the floor in debate, was the fact 
that Alaska’s two senators and 
her representative will certainly 
be on the pro-civil rights liberal 
side: Deep South Democrats did 
not wish that wing of the party 
strengthened by two votes in the 
Senate and one in the House. 

The Republicans, of course, will 
seek to make political hay out of 
the fact that Alaska came into the 
Union under a Republican presi- 
dent. Much will be made of the 
last-ditch opposition by Southern 
Democrats. But, this is not likely 
to be productive. The majority 
was great: And Democrats were 
in control of strategy in the House 
and Senate which put the bill 
through against a_ well-planned 
program of obstruction. 

Opponents of Alaskan statehood 
made much of the fact that 
Alaska’s economy had not devel- 
oped to the point where it could 
provide enough taxes. This was 
true, but it concealed the basic 
truth. Alaska’s economy has been 
strangled by the various terri- 
torial acts. The salmon fisheries 
were controlled almost entirely by 
Seattle companies. Nothing could 
be shipped to Alaska save in 
American ships. This established 
a high-cost cargo monopoly and 
added to the cost of living. in the

We have a new example of 
the purchase of the state’s influence and powers by private persons. 
Roy Harris, Augusta political leader and state political bellwether, 
accepts ‘‘full responsibility” for a $2,000 loan made by the States 
Rights Council to T. V. Williams Jr., head of the Georgia Commission 


on Education. 

His ‘‘full responsibility” means 
he will see that the States Rights 
Council gets its money back or 
is convinced it doesn’t want the 
money back. 


We don’t care about that. What 
worries us is that the States 
Rights Council, a private, polit- 
ical organization, has ‘loaned’ 
money to the state of Georgia, 
through an official agency, to 
carry out one of its projects.

For Higher Debt Ceiling 


This week marks the end of fiscal year 1958—a year that has 
seen the ¥ederal budget swing from a surplus of $1,600,000,000 in 
1957 to a deficit of more than three billion dollars. And in the new 
fiscal year the administration expects the deficit to reach eight 
to 10 billion dollars while the Joint Congressional Committee on 
Internal Revenue Taxation forecasts a 12-billicn-dollar deficit. This 
means that the vexatious question of boosting the ceiling on the na- 
tional debt is already back with us. 


Only five months ago the ad- 
ministration requested—and Con- 
gress granted — a five-billion- 
dollar increase in the ceiling to 
280 billion dollars. At the end of 
May, the national debt was up 
to nearly 276 billion dollars. June 
won't show much further rise, 
but starting in July’ and running 
through the first half of the new 
fiscal year the debt will grow 
rapidly. Indeed, if the total deficit 
this coming year is to be 10 bil- 
lion' dollars, it’s probable that 
some time this fall the govern- 
ment will have to go into the 
red by considerably more than 
that—because tax receipts tend to 
lag well behind expenditures in 
the first part of the fiscal year. 

In the next few weeks, before 
Congress adjourns, the adminis- 
tration ,will have to make its 
recommendations for raising the 


debt cefling. As a matter of com- 


mon sense, it should ask for 
enough leeway to make sure that 
the ceiling will not act as a ruin- 
ous and arbitrary determinant of 
government policies—as it some- 
times has in the past. ~

But repeal is obviously 
irmpossible in the current session; 
the administration won't ask it 
and Congress “wouldn't give it. 

Immediately, however, the ad- 
ministration should ask for and 
fight for an increase in the debt 
limit so that it can live with it 
for at least the next couple of 
years. The way things look, the 
increase should be at least 20 
billion dollars.

Optimism is a trademark in the profession of atto- 
mobile racing. Drivers wager their lives on each spin of 
the wheels and brazenly assume their number won't 
come up. On the track they are a strange breed. 

When tragedy strikes, as it did at Indianapolis, they assume fate 
will deal the next spade to some other guy. They note, with a de- 
cosh of a that they are safer competing with skilled drivers on 

sss « a track than they are riding with the 
field on an expressway. 

Some live dangerously off the track, 
seemingly trying to cram a lifetime 
into each night. George Amick, one of 
the top ranking drivers, is an exception. 
You'd pever peg him for an auto driv- 
er. He’d be one of the last guys you'd 
select if you were asked to pick the 
runner-up at Indianapolis from a group 
of strangers. 

Amick looks more like an in- 
surance salesman. Asked to iden- 
tify him as an athlete, you'd prob- 
ably guess that he was a high 
school halfback, maybe a_ track 
star. There is a steely look in his 
eyes, the lone clue to the trade he 
will be practicing at Lakewood Fri- 
day.

“I’ve never wanted to do anything except drive automobiles in 
races.’ Amick said during the Wednesday !unch hour, shortly after 
arriving in Atlanta» {/I’ve been driving for a dozen years, and I 
think I’ve got a lot good vears ahead of me. 

‘Have I ever thought of retiring? Well, not in a long time. In 
fact, not since I retired. Everything went wrong during the first 
few months in '51, and it seemed that J was finishing every race on 
my head. I quit and went to work moving furniture. I suppose this 
stuff gets in your blood, for I was soon racing again and I have 
no intention of stopping.” 

The racing road has, on several occasions, proved bumpy 
for Amick. ‘‘I’ve been in my share of crack-ups.”’ he said, ‘‘but 
I’ve only been seriously injured once. I fractured my skull in a 
race at Fresno in 1949. Broke my wrist in a stock car accident in 
36, but I’ve been pretty lucky.”’

I decided 
a long time ago to learn all I could about the car I'm driving.”’ 

Amick, who'll be making his third appearance at Lakewood, will 
be steering a Lindsey Hopkins Special. He'll. be driving it for the 
third time, and he rates the car superior to the one in which he 
copped the 100-mile feature here a year ago. 

Last July Fourth Amick grabbed the lead on the ‘“‘third or 
fourth’ lap and led all the way. He'd like to repeat for several 
reasons. For one thing, he wants to snatch the USAC point lead from 
Tony Bettenhausen. By winning the race, Amick.will forge to the 
frent, provided Bettenhausen finishes no better than third. 

Confident, without being cocky, lightweight Amick doesn't con- 
cede anything to the heavyweights except weight. The smallest guy 
in racing.is a big man in his game.

‘Peachy’ Season Ahead

It's a ‘‘peachy”’ vear in Geor- 
gia, and June, July and August 
are the months that are the 
‘““‘peachiest.”’ 

Right now is a good time to 
buy peaches, but the best thing 
about it is that the peak season 
isn't even here yet. July is us- 
ually the peak season, but this 
year it will go into the first 
part of August. Due to weather 
conditions, production is about 
two weeks late. 

Along with peaches the melon 
season is here too. Early water- 
melons and cantaloupes are ap- 
pearing on the markets from 
Georgia, reports Mrs. Betty 
Alexander, extension consumer 
information specialist. The qual- 
ity. of these early melons is 
very good. 

BANANAS, LEMONS 


Bananas and lemons remain 
steady in price. Bing cherries 
are here, and should be enjoyed 
immedately since their season 
is short, lasting only two or 
three weeks. 

Three vegetables that are out- 
standing in’ quality and price 
are tomatoes, green pepper and 
cabbage. Potatoes rate a men- 
tion since they are in large 
supply but vary in quality and 
price. Pole beans are a little 
shorter in supply and show a 
price increase. 

Butter beans and crowder and 
field peas rate as good buys. 
Lettuce varies in quality and 
price, but okra is attractive to 
the food shopper. 

Remember to have broilers 
for economical outdoor -cook- 
ery. Small-size turkeys and 
stewing hens are offered at at- 
tractive prices in some of the 
stores. Eggs are economical 
protein foods, too. 

GRILLING MEATS? 

If you are planning to grill 
meats out of doors for the 
Fourth of July, here are a few 
helpful hints: 

For top results start with 
top-quality meats. No blazes 
allowed—tame the flames! If 
heat is too high, spread coals 
more thinly; if too low, push 
together. 

When cooking a large roast, 
keep a reserve of hot coals by 
adding a little extra charcoal

Busted TV 
Idles Invalid 


George Poore, watching television from his hospital bed down 
on Rawson street in Capitol Homes, saw the last of a noon show 
arid asked his wife to turn the set off. 

“There was a kind of roar then,”’ Mr. Poore said. But he didn’t 
think anything about it until 6:30 p.m. when he asked his wife to 
turn the set on again. 

“Nothing would turn on but a growl and a roar,”’ he said. ‘‘The 
picture tube was plumb gone and I don’t know what else.” 


Now an ailing television set may be bad news in practically 
any family in Atlanta, but I doubt if there’s one where the health 
and well-being of a television set means as much as it does to 
George Poore and his family. Having that television set out of 
service is costing the Poores part of their living, which isn’t too 
grand a living at best, and it’s depriving Mr. Poore of the most 
cherished right left to an invalid—the right to work. 


For three years George Poore has been almost helpless. He 
fell through the second floor porch of a ramshackle old house on 
Central avenue, suffering a back injury which has resulted in his 
being paralyzed from his chest down. The landlord and the insur- 
ance company paid his hospital bill and gave him $410 for his in- 
juries, he told me. 

“It wasn’t much for the rest of my life,’’ he admitted, grinning 
cheerfully, ‘“‘but I owed bills and I was helpless and it seemed a 
lot at the time.” 

From that day on George Poore, who used to be a pretty good 
plumber and who was the delight of the youngsters at the Boys’ 
Club, where he went to pitch horse shoes regularly, has been grate- 
ful for a series of scroungy little blessings most people would whine 
over. 


One of these is an apartment in Capitol Homes, where he has 
to pay only $20 rent instead of $55, which is what he paid for 
dilapidated quarters on Pryor street. One is a regular relief check— 
aid to the permanently and totally disabled. One is the ability to use 
his hands and to turn his lifeless lower body over in the bed. 


And the other was a $26-a-month job checking television com- 
mercials for a Chicago firm. 

Friends at the Boys’ Club, where his own teen-age son went to 
play and where he was popular with members and directors alike, 
got him a secondhand television set some months ago. And the voca- 
tional rehabilitation people got him the assignment of watching 
commercials and filling out questionnaires. (You know the kind: 
Was the spot delivered on time? Total time given. Were there any 
interruptions” ) 

‘It was work—work I could do and I sure miss it,”’ 
said regretfully. ‘‘And it’s not just the money, even though we sure 
used that. It was having a purpose to my day.”’ 


Now George Poore lies in bed and listens to the bulldozer which 
is remaking the street outside and stares at the blank face of an 
unrepairable television set.

A friend counts Mr. and Mrg. Poore and their son “‘good people— 
mighty good people,” who hat amazing spunk and optimism de- 
spite their troubles. The friend said when he feels low and discour- 
aged, “I walk in here on my good two leet and borrow courage 
from this man who’s got a-plenty to spare.” 


George Poore smiled deprecatingly. 
“Oh, I've wearied,”’ he said. “But I’ve never been one“to let 
anybody else know my wearying. I just weary to myself.”

The only flaw in his jewel, the doting grand- 
father said of his first grandchild, is that she is 18 
months old and won’t say a word except “O. K.” 


“She talks incessantly,’ he 
said, “‘but it’s all in nonsens@ 
syllables.”’ 

‘Practicing phonetics,’’ some

F oster Bid for New Trial Is Delayed’ 


By PAUL SIMMONS | 


ATHENS, Ga. (#—James Fulton 
Foster met delay Wednesday in 
hig effort to escape the electric 
chair through a new trial but ex- 
pressed confidence he will go free 
in the end. 

The smallish, neat, mild-ap- 
pearing house painter from Greer, 
S.C., is under a death sentence 
for the fatal shooting of merchant 
Charlie Drake, 60, in a robbery 
at Jefferson, Ga., on the night of 
June 19, 1956. 

His attorneys seek a new trial 
on the strength of what they de- 
scribe as new evidence indicating 
the crime may have been commit- 
ted by a former Cairo, IIl., police- 
man, Charles (Rocky) Rothschild. 

Foster, 40, bolstered by his 
blonde wife, Irene, three of his. 
seven children, three brothers and 
two sisters, appeared before 
Judge Carlisle Cobb to help press 
the new trial plea. 

But Henry Davis of Jefferson, 
a special prosecution attorney, had 
informed the judge his aged 
mother is critically ill and he 
could not attend. 

Cobb an this ground continued 
the hearing until such a date as 
lawyers for beth sides may agree 
updh. Without an agreement the 
judge said, the hearing will be 
held ata court session in Jeffer- 
gon Aug. 11. 

- Foster, smiling and in seeming- 
ly good spirits told newsmen: 

“It’s been a pretty terrible or- 
deal but-T have not worried too 
much. I knew the truth would 
come out sooner or later—and be- 
fore it was too late. I feel good

It was Self who supplied a .357 
magnum pistol from which Dr. 
Herman L. Jones, director of the 
Georgia Crime Laboratory in At- 
lanta, said ballistic tests indicated 
the fatal bullet was fired. 

Self said he saw a pistol of the 
same description and with a sim- 
ilar scar on the cylinder in Roth- 
schild’s possession in Cairo a few 
months before Drake was slain. 
He obtained it after the slaying, 
he said, from Jake Rubin, a Cairo 
night-spot operator. 

Self has made an affidavit 
which the attorneys have entered 
in court records. They reported 
that Rubin had declined to make 
a statement as to where he ob- 
tained the weapon. 

Miller was present, he ex- 
plained, to back up Self’s testi- 
mony. 

Rothschild, 34, is in the peniten- 
tiary at Columbia, S.C., serving a 
five-year sentence given him at
